The physical phenomena which 
cause damp walls and ceilings in 
cold weather are explained by the 
government scientist. 
All air contains water vapor. 
Warm air can carry more vapor 
than cold air. When moist warm 
air is sufficiently chilled, it will 
throw off some of its vapor in the 
form of water. This is dew. As wa­

ceilings to condense water vapor 
into troublesome moisture. 
Because moisture in walls often 
rots woodwork, causes paint to peel 
and plalter to fall, and stimulates 
the growth of fungi, the govern­ 
ment’s findings are of major im­ 
portance to home owners, archi­ 
tects and builders. 
According to the government, the 
remedy for wet walls is a vapor 
seal or barrier in the warm parts 
of outer walls and ceilings.

Missouri Works Progress Admin­ 
istration is credited with having 
developed in 
its 
spinning 
and 
weaving projects one of the most 
interesting and distinctive forms 
of work relief for women. A few 
other states 
have 
experimented 
with weaving projects, 
but the 
products of the 
Missouri 
looms 
are regarded as “the tops.” 
According to Matthew S. M ur­ 
ray, State Works Progress Admin­ 
istrator, this type of activity was 
started in Jasper County during 
the early emergency relief 
pro­ 
gram. 
Some women

HIGHLY PRAISED 


Jefferson City,

14.—The 
Missouri Works Progress Admin­ 
istration is credited with having| 
developed in 
its 
spinning 
and 
weaving projects one of the most 
interesting and distinctive forms 
of work relief for women. A few 
other states 
have 
experimented 
with weaving 
projects, 
but 
the 
products of the 
Missouri 
looms 
are regarded as “the tops.” 
According to Matthew S. M ur­ 
ray, State Works Progress Admin­ 
istrator, this type of activity was 
started in Jasper County during 
the early emergency relief 
pro­ 
gram. 
Some women 
in 
South­ 
western Missouri who could spin 
and weave crudely were placed 
at work and 
their 
skills 
were 
gradually developed. 
Later four 
young men were sent to study the 
art of handloom weaving at Berea 
College in Kentucky, 
and 
they 
served as instructors when weav­ 
ing projects were set up in Jop­ 
lin, Springfield, 
Camdenton, 
St. 
Joseph, Kirksville, 
Marble 
Hill 
and Aurora. 
Additional 
weaving 
projects 
were started by the WPA in 
St. 
Louis, Kansas City, Sikeston, Se- 
dalia, Versailles, Arcadia, Neosho 
and Festus. There were two oth­ 
ers—in Hannibal and Maryville— 
which have been made into recre­ 
ation projects, 
with 
instruction 
offered to the public.
